THE BFFECT OF THE REDUCTION 
OF LETIBR POSTAGE, 


The Department Expectec to R-aeh a Seit-Sustain= 
iog Basis in Cwoor Thre Ysars—Tae Crowcs 
Pressicg inte the Diffe eat Bareaus— 
be Accessabiilty ef Officers, 


WasHineton, November 14.—‘‘There will 


be a deficiency in postoftice receipts of six or 
eight million dollars this year,” said the third 


assistant postmaster general. ‘ The reduction 


of postage thirty-three and a third per cent 
could not be expected to result otherwise. 
The department will be self-sustaining in two 
or three years again. There is talk, as you of 
course know, that congress in its wisdom may 
make some further changes, especially in re- 
gard to local postage on letters, and perhaps 
by increasing the standard -letter weight to 
one ounce, which latter measure would give 
us precisely the same letter rates that England 
has 

The spectacle of a third assistant postmas- 
ter-general smoking a French clay pipe and 
discoursing upon affairs of state, suggests that 
Spartan simplicity does not seem, to have en- 
tirely departed from the bead of the great 
government. As a matter of fact the heads 
of departments are not such lofty sort of per- 
sons as a great many suppose. Tuey are, as 
a rule, very easy to get at, though 1t must be 
coufessed they are easier to get away from, 
for they are always busy, and consequently 
bave po time tu waste in discussing the 
weather or the latest political scandal. 

HOW TO REACH THEM, 

Anybody, however, who has occasion to 
get at them for legitimate purposes, has no 
difficulty in duing so. Probably the secre- 
tary of state is the most difficult to see. 
He has his days for the reception of foreign 
ambassadors, at which time he is entirely 
inaccessible to the general public, and even 
on Other days compurativeiy few people see 
bim. Most of those having business in the 
department are epyineered by the trained 
messengers, Wio sitin the balls approach. 
ing his door, to the office of the chief clerk, 
who has a guiet way of satisfying the most 
determined visitor, unless his business is 
of the sort that positively requires the at- 
tention of the secretary, and then the chances 
are that it may be attended to through the 
medium: of a second person Secretary Chand- 
lercan bes-enin_ his oftice, but he is very 
brief in the couversationul features of these 
events, and in most cases gues on with his 
work in hand while he talks with his visitor. 
Secretary Lincoln is a little hard to get at,and 
seldom sees more than one person at a time— 
that is, be has a reception room where all 
callers sit until he isready to see them, and 
when he is ready for them they are ushered 
in ove at @ time. 

At the treasury department this is not the 
case. The secretary sits in a large room, in 
which there are a nuwber of chairs and sofas 
for those who are waiting to see him. Those 
who call during the hours in which he re- 
ceives Visitors are usually sbown in and in- 
vited to seats. They take their turns as ata 
barber shop, and if they have anytbingofa 
confidential nature to talk about, and gon’t 
want everybody inthe room to hear it, they 
must pull up their chairsend force the sec- 
retary to a knowledge of the 
guality of their last drink, or 
tbe kind of. tobacco they use. The secre- 
tary basa private room adjvining that in 
which he transacts bis officiat business, but 
be seldum uses it unless the business of his 
caller is ot aspecially confidential nature. 
He is, asa rule, very easy to approach, and 
gives careful aod eutire attention to what is 
being said to him, The assistant secretaries, 
French and New, are very easily reached, 
not even the formality of a card: being neces- 
sary. Mr. French is usually rather reserved 
in his expressions, but Mr. New is quite the 
reverse, and is generally oi.tspoken, even 
though the truth may burt,

Probably tbe busiest mun in the depart- 
men's is the chief clerk iv the pension ofiice. 
A baif hour in his office is very interesting, 
and causes one to wonder that one man Can 
do so much and continue so patient. There 
isa constant stream of peopie with a triple 
s'ream of questions, hobbiiug pensioners who 
want their pension increased, anxious appli- 
cants with all sorts of worn out papers from 
ail sorts of uokKnown people, pleading women 
who have touching tales of poverty and need, 
threadbare and impudent attorneys who in- 
sist upon the priority of their cases,and acon- 
stant call frou clerks and others of the bureau 
forinformation. Ino the midst vf all this the 
chief clerk calmly sits and attends to the pa- 
pers and documents that.come regularly to 
bis desk, answerivug questions, imparting in- 
formation and advice, quickiy deciding this 
or that question when ovrought to his atten 
tion, questioning kind y but closely the ap- 
plicant fur this or tbat favor, and all the time 
voipg on with the routine of his desk work, 
apparently never losing patience or permit- 
ting the complications of his duries to distract 
orunnoy him.

In re- 
ference to desertions in the army General 
Sheridan says that in bis opinion the excess 
beyond the ratio comes from the mining, rail- 
road, cattleand agricultural development of 
what may be called the frontier. Many 
young men in the eastern and middle states, 
wanling to better their condition by getting 
out to the frontier, and not haying money 
enough to reach this Eidorado, enlist in the 
army for the purpose of getting there at the 
government’s expense, 

That is their real nbject. They get out to 
the military posts in this way, and to make 
it more easy for their consciencesin deserting 
their flag, they complain of the rations and 
work hey have todo and then desert, thus 
accomplishing the object they bad in view 
when they enlisted. The communities to 
which they go are in sympatby with this 
Clauss, shield them, and du nut considerit a 
crime to desert. It wasthe same in Califor- 
nia in the old mining days, men enlisting in 
the east with no other object in view than to 
get out to the Pacific coast, deserting on their 
arrival there, and guiag to the mines,

THE CHIN&SE CERTIFICATES. 


The Collector of San Francisco Forbida the Lande 
ing of Bogus UOhinese Doctors. 

WASHINGTON, November 14 —Secretary Fol- 
ger was to-day initormed by the agent of the 
Pacitic mail steamshipcompany tbat a num- 
ber of Ch:nese were a day or two ago brought 
into the port of San Francisco by the steamer 
City of Pekin, and that although they are 
provided with the certificates required by 
law, the collector of cus'oms refused to allow 
them to land. The secretary at 
once telegraphed to the collector for an ex- 
planation. In reply to the communication 
received from the latter last week stating 
that Chinese laborers were constantly arriv- 
ing at San Francisco with certificates repre- 
senting them to be merchants, students, etc. 
Secretary Fuleer wrote’ the collector 
to-day jas follows: ‘You have = al- 
ready been instructed that the certificates in 
such cases are to be cpnsidered as prima facia 
evidence only of the fact stated therein,and to 
these ins:ructions I have only to add, in tbe 
lanzuege of the departwent, that if there is 
any reason in any case to suspect fraud or 
imposition, the collector will make arigid in- 
vestigation and retuse permission to the pas- 
sengers to land, uutil satisfactory evidence 
is produced, and the parties feeling 
aggrieved because of such refusal can have 
the correctness of the action of the customs 
cfticer deciaed in the courts by a writ of ha- 
beas corpus It is within the province of the 
courts to decide tbe manner in which this 
law shall be administered, and a decision in 
a few cases will enaole vou to determine how 
farapd upon what grounds the certificates 
may be disregarded.

ENGLAND iN EGYPT. 

Mr. Gladstone has already ordered home a 
portion of the English troops sent to Egypt, 
and he is undoubtedly resolved to carry out 
all his pron troops were 
first despa'ched afier the revolt at Alexan- 
dria. He then said thut as soon as the gov- 
ernment of the khedive was reestablished. he 
would let the country take care of itself. The 
Englishgrmy will leave behind asmall army 
of Egyptians commanded to agreat extent by 
English officers; and if these should prove 
incapable of maintaining order, we’may be 
sure tnere will be plenty of Eoglish troops at 
Malta or other close-at hand station to fill 
the -gap. English troops at Malta are as 
effective in Egypt as if they were in barracks 
in Alexadria or Cai:o. England has no no- 
tion of rélaxing its hold upon the gateway of 
the past. The half way station to its eastern 
possessions will be held at all hazards. The 
khedive will contrive to nominally be a 
‘wassal of the Turk, and he will contrive to 
apparently control the local government.

Levy wasina ba; py mood and received the re- 
porter cordially. I: is fair to say that the pic- 
turesof him fall far short of doing him justice. 
He isa littie below ordinary height, stout and is 
quick andimpulsive in his movements. His face 
is bright in expression ‘and his dark eyes flash as he 
converses upon a theme thatinterestshim. Heisa 
thorough brunette, with a mustache b'ack as night, 
and with athort tuft of beard just below his lower 
lip.

A TALK WITH LEVY, 

The reporter, after afew minutes conversation, 
called Leyy’s attention tothe dispatch recently 
sent from Pittsburg, and to the subs: quent dis- 
patch to THE CONSTITUTION from Macon, published 
yesterday. He had already seen both articles, and 
in reply to @ question said: 

“I came south on a professional engagement, in 
tending to seek no social enj yment, but simply to 
fill the terms of my contract’ to 
the best of my ability. I! find myself 
met witb a statement uuder which I cannot rest. I 
deny in the mostemphatic terms that I ever had 
the interview attributed to me in the dispatch 
from Pittsburg. ‘I he sentiments expressed therein 
are abhorrent to me and at total variance with all 
my views. Iedid notexpect to be dragged intoa 
defeuse of my personal relations, as they have little 
to do with the people who simply come to hear me 
play. Butl am advised that i: is be-t, and shail 
give youa full history of the case, which I am en- 
tirely willing todo lam ashamed of no action 
that lever did in my whole hfe. 

LEVY'S FIRST LOVE, 
* ‘In London,’’ began the cornetist, ‘‘when I 
first began to practice my cornet I nuntbered 
among my acquaintances a young cornet player,an 
amateur, who professed a strong friendship for me, 
and invited me to his house. I was then not 


twenty yearsod. I took tea with him one day and 
there met his cousiu, a handsome young lady, 
Miss Emily Grater. The young lady made a deep 
{mpressiv on me, ari asked my 
friend invite me to his house 
again. This was in 1864 and was, as I stated, 
when I was pot twenty years old. I had never 
been t#rown much in the society of ladies and my 
heart was not fortified against their bewitching 
shafts. I paid the young lady attention for three 
or four weeks when her guardian asked me when 
Linterded to get married An unsophisticated 
boy as I was, it made:itile difference to me whether 
I was married or not. The rsu!tof the whole mat- 
ter was that I Was married speedily. We 
bad barely returned from the church and 
our marriage feast was hardly over 
before I realized what a mistake 
Ibad made and how much | had mistaken my 
wife's disposition. At thai time 1 was to fame un 

known but soon my playing began to atuiact atien 

tion and I made reputation at the promenade con- 
certs in Covent Garden, My profession took more 
and muoreof my timeand I could spend less at 
home. My wife grew cold exacting, ill-tempered, 
and my home ost the sunshine 
that I might have expected to flid 
there. In 1868 J came to America 
with my wife, ana filled an engagement here, bu: 
the jightof my home was gone. My wife continued 
to Make it the must Gisugreeable spot on earth to 
me. At last, on My suzgestion, aia with the bore 
that a short absence would restore ber affection for 
me aud change her temper. she visited the conti 

pent On ber retu:n tne old story was repeat d 
In 1871 advised a separation. and she returned to 
Eng'and, and I conti::ued to support her, although 
iu 1874 1 procured a divorce. Such was my first 
Marringe ; a case of Marriage in haste and repenting 
at leisure.’ 

THE SECOND MARRIAGE. 

“In 1875,’" continued Levy after a pause, ‘while 
in New York, I met Miss Minnie Couway. Her 
parents bad died and she called upou meand asked 
me whatl would charge to play ata benefit for 
herseifand sister. When I lcarned the circum- 


stances that surreunded them, I stated that I would 
giadily contribute my services without cbarge. Her 
manner dec pty impress: 4 me, so much so that an 
engagement tollowed, and one month later we were 
married. My lite afier (hat was in striking con- 
trast to My first mxtrimonial career, It was pence- 
ful and happy: Nots« cloud crossed the horizon 
of our existence. My wife worshipped me and | 
worsbipped her. Twobright and beautiful chil 
dreu were born to us, agirl vow seven years old 
and a boy now five. I made money rapidly, my 
income beinvg from ten to twelve thousand dollers a 
yearand over.and I lavishly spent it on my wife 
and colldren.’’ 

Levy mede a long pause, as if meditating. 

“Did she loveme?’’ asked the cornetist, turning 
to the reporter. ° 

‘Lister, and hear what she wrote me in Septem- 
ber, 852. Il gavea benefit at Brizghtun Beach, and 
expecied a terrible 4:-y. A year before, iu one 
afiernoon, | made $33 0. I grew despondent, as 
the weather Was aguinst me,and I expected to 
make nothing. I wrote and told her so. See what 
she said,’’ continued Levy, as he unfolded a letter 
and read. 

“God bless you, my own darling. If my love is 
any consolation to you in your disappointment, 
rest content, you h»veit. Would that you were so 
sure of an independence as that you possessed my 
heart—and you know you do, you old stupid, Mr, 


Tompkins (‘that’s the bird,’ said Levy,) and Ade- 
lipa aud Fred (‘they are the children,’ he brok~ in) 
send love and kisses, so do I, my poor old despond- 
ent boy.

Btockho'ders in Atlanta Heso've te Fight the Case 
Against Them—A Question for toe Courts. 

Recently some Virginia attorneys bave been 
sending out circulars to the original subscri- 
bers to the stock of the American Transporta- 
tion company, in which it is declared 
that they are liable for all 
the amount of their subscribed stock but 
that a compromise can be effected by the 
payment in cash of 25 per cent of the 
amount. A number of gentiemen in Atlan- 
ts went into this enterprise soon after the war 
when it was organized in opposition 
to the Southern express cOMpany, which 
was there known to be a branch of Adam’s 
express company. General Joe Jobnston 
and other leading southern men were at the 
head of the enterprise. Their names pulled 
it into great popularity in the south. 
After an assessment or two had been 
paid the concern was g¢ obbled by the Southern 
express company, said. mainly by the 
manegement of Governor Bullock. who was 
then controlling the business of tbat com 
pany inthe south. The present case is ilable 
to go into the courts and test the law as to the 
liability of the subscribers. The gentle- 
men in Atlanta who are in- 
terested have held a meeting and 
decided to fight’ the process against them. 
They have agreed to empioy Cox and Ham- 
mond as their attorneys, and they accredit 
them to ail who are interested in the matter. 
These gentlemen are making a most thorough 
study of the case, and will be able to present 
itin an available shape when it comes before 
the courts.
